5. The prior art discussed was US patent 6,673, 192B1 to Wood et al. 

6. An agreement was reached between the Examiner and Applicant concerning the fact that 
claim 45 would be allowable if last two lines of said claims appearing in page 2 of the 
Amendment of January 10, 2005 were removed. More particularly, lines removed from claim 45 
read as follows: 




Wherein 0 < n < 8, 

7. Also, an agreement was reached between the Examiner and Applicant to delete claim 50. 
Indeed, said claim corresponds to the subject matter removed from claim 45 according to point 6 
hereinbefore. 

8. Furthermore, an agreement was reached between the Examiner and Applicant to correct 
claim 46 as follows: 

46. (as amended during phone interview) The synthetic polyamine dimer as 
defined in claim 45, wherein x = 3, Ri is a hydrogen atom and R2 is a methyl 
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(CH3) group for the carbon atom located next to each NH R group and is a 

hydrogen atom for all thos e carbons and w ~ 4 .
